At the recent convention of the 
National Student Federation _ 
V. 8. A.* held" In Nebraska, 
Esther Tyler, "Tep relenting Sweet 
Briar, waa chosen Regional execu- 
tive of the South. At the Convoca- 
lion held January 6th, she' gave 
-Tier report, the substance of which 
win ".: 

"The National Student-Federation 
of tho United State* of America, 
better known by the Initial* N. S. 
F. A., grew out of the Intercol- 
legiate World Court Cqngraaa which 
met at Princeton University, Prince- 
ton, -New Jersey, ' In ■ December, 
192B. At that time^the N. S. F. A. 
which waa . started "by a group, of 
student. In the far West at Berke- 
ley, California, .on Jairuary_am of 
that year, waa Incorporated injo 
tho new " organisation,' which took 
"over its nnrno. ' 

The tWo hundred * anil forty-five 
colleges "anil universities represent- 
ed at Princeton adopted unanimous- 
. ly a temporary constitution,- ami 
1 elected -an executive committed; 
but the whole thing was an experi- 
ment. 

It would achieve * spirit of 
operation among itudgnta of ' 
; United State* to give consideration 
to questions affectjng students In- 
tere*t*; would develop an intelligent 
•Student opinion on question* of 
' national' and international impot- 
lance; woOld foster understanding 
- -among students of the world in the 
further course of^ an enduring 
peace. ^ 

N. S. F. \. ;want . to become 
a living organisation, providing the 
mean*' and development of a stu- 
dent consciousness for taking con- 
certed oclion on student problems, 
the result of which would be nat- 
iutiul recognition and respect. 

During ihe year lOZff, it framed 
a , permanent constitution, L*inbli*h'- 
ihg itself more fluiily, and began 
relations with the Confederation In- 
ternationale dee KdudianU— on in- 
ternational organization of Student 
Union* began in 1019, In Stras- 
bourg, and motivated by students 
of France anil Ilelgium. Last sum- 
mer at the meeting of C. 
Rome, ot which N.'S. F. A. dele- 
gates wore present, N. 3. F. A. be 
came n member of C. J. E.
